MOUNT OF 'TEMPTATION, Jor­ 
dan UV-When Christ was shown 
“ all the kingdoms of the world” 
by Satan, He was—according to 
local belief—standing on this moun­ 
tain peak which rises 2,000 feet 
out of the Jordan River valley . 
The peak is called the “ Mount 
of Temptation” by those who live 
here. From its summit y ou can’t 
see all the wmTd, but the moun

tain offers a glimpse of two inde­ 
pendent countries, Jordan and Is­ 
rael, and enough of a view to be 
tempting. 
It is generally agreed that the 
temptation of Christ by Satan oc­ 
curred immediately after His bap­ 
tism, when he was “led by the 
spirit into the wilderness” for a 
fast of 40 day s. Local traditions 
say He spent this time in a lime­ 
stone cave on the side of the Mount 
of Temptation. 
The mountain stands at the edgej 
of a mountain range not far from 
the site of the sacred baptism in 
the Jordan River. The inountain 
overlooks Jericho but is so barren 
and uninviting that a person seek­ 
ing solitude will find this an ideal 
place for meditation even today . 
A road from Jericho halts at 
the foot of the Mount of Tempta­ 
tion. The climb to the top is made 
on foot, A rocky footpath zigzags 
up the side of the conical-^aped 
peak. 
Halfway up, built into the rock, 
hangs a Greek Oriiiodox Monas­ 
tery . The monastery almost blends 
with its rock foundations ex cept 
for the blue-domed bell towers that 
stand out from the cliff. 
Visitors are welcomed here by 
five monks who spend their lives 
working and pray ing. These monks 
live off the produce of their own 
farm do^’n in the Jordan Valley . 
The rock of the mountain forms 
one wall and most of the ceiling 
of the long, 
narrow monastery . 
Underneath a dome at one end 
of the building is a chapel and 
the grotto where Christ is believ . 
to have lived during His 49 -day 
fast and where He was tempted 
the first time. A small, stone-hewn 
altar between two tall brass can- 


second 
time. 
The 
monastery 
guards the approach to the top, 
since it stands astride the only 
path to the summit. 
Although the Mount of Tempta­ 
tion is shaped like an inverted 
cone, its peak flattens out as if 
nature had prepared a small plat­ 
form for the Biblical dram a be­ 
tween Christ and Satan. The foun­ 
dations 
of 
a 
modern Orthodox 
church are here among the debris 
of ruined medieval chapels. Work 
has stopped on the modern church 
because of shortage of funds. 
In the solitude of this site a 
lone guard sits night and day . 
From this summit can be seen 
the misty mountains across the 
Jordan River — the mountains of 
Moab to the north and Edom to 
the south. Directly 
beneath the 
mountain lies the Jordan plain, 
green 
with 
irrigated 
cultivation 
around Jericho and in a few iso­ 
lated spots but otherwise desert. 
The distant peaks of the hills 
of Galilee may be glimpsed in 
the northwest. Directly west the 
tips of the tallest church spires 
of Jerusalem may be seen. 
It was from this summit that 
Satan whispered 
to 
Christ, 
“ If 
Thou therefore shalt worship me,

A lo cal curbsto ne traffic expert comes 
up with a suggestio n that 
much of Se- 
dalia’s traffic 
congestion and parking 
pro blems could be solved by widening 
the streets, o r pro hibiting parking on 
them. 


Perhaps that is an example of why it 
pays to hire real traffic experts to study 
a community problem. 


The street widening theory, by setting 
back o f the property line, has been tried 
elsewhere at the cost of expensive con­ 
demnation o f existing property. Usually 
an easing of mid-city traffic is followed 
by influx o f more automobiles. The re­ 
sult is congestion becomes as bad as it 
was before the street was widened. 
So 
a city, is faced with more expenditures 
to find another solution. 


Wider streets are much to be desired, 
like Broadway, a vehicular artery des­ 


tined to become wider than it is now 
because it carries U.S. 50 traffic. 
Wid­ 
ening of this cross town street is ex­ 
pected to ease congestion, and may prove 
an exception to the theory that widening 
streets won’t solve s problem. 
Time 
will tell. 
Instead of widening Kentucky, a cross 
town fire lane street, congestion was 
eased by instituting parking on one side 
only. 
This is more to be desired than 
parking prohibition on both sides. 
There is one way to break the trend 
of individuals riding downtown in their 
own cars and that is to let parking and 
congestion inconveniences pile up until 
people will start leaving their cars at 
home. 
Sedalia is not quite in that position to­ 
day and would rather attempt to ease 
the parking problem by considering off- 
street parking facilities first. 


The Wa shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
Likelv Pro be o f Secretary Humphrey s

WASHINGTON — You can write it down as 
almost certain that Congress will demand an 
investigation of the Cabineteer closest to Ike. 
Secretary of the Treasury George Humphrey, 
as a result of the tax concessions given to the 
Arabian-American Oil Co. 
The following events and circumstances make 
the demand inevitable: 
1 — Secretary Humphrey did not dispose of 
his stock in the M. A. Hanna Co. when he took 
office and this company is now revealed to own 
$26.885,722 of Standard Oil of N J. stock. Stan­ 
dard of N.J., a 30 per cent owner of Aramco, 
greatly benefitted from Humphrey’s internal rev­ 
enue service tax ruling. 
2 — At the same time Aramco yas getting 
this favorable ruling in one freign country, 
Cyrus Eaton has informed Senators that his 
Labrador ore firm got a 
discriminatory 
tax 
ruling in another country. Eaton is in competi­ 
tion with Humphrey’s huge M 
A, Hanna ore 
operations in Labrador, and has informed Sena­ 
tors that Humphrey’s office collected taxes from 
his company which should have been waived 
under a tax treaty with Canada banning double 
tax atio n. 
3 — The counsel of the treasury who passes 
on these matters for Humphrey is primarily a 
politician, Fred C. Scribner has been serving 
as counsel for the Republican National Com­ 
mittee at the same identical time he served as 
general counsel of the treasury. This is unprece­ 
dented. Scribner has now been promoted to be 
assistant secretary of the treasury. 
4 — The counsel of internal revenue who 
initially passes on these matters is Nelson Rose, 
a member of the Cleveland law firm which 
represented the M. A. Hanna Co. Rose did not 
occupy this position when the Aramco tax benefit 
was ok’d. However, his brother. Chapman Rose, 
also a member of the firm handling M. A. 
Hanna’s legal work, was assistant secretary of 
the treasury and one of the closest men to 
Humphrey. The tax concession to Aramco per­ 
mitted that company to pay taxes to King Saud 
instead of a similar amount to him in royalties. 
This saves Aramco about $100,000,000 a year 
and its parent companies, including Standard 
o f N. J ., about $80.000,000. 
The interesting fact which Senators have dug 
up is that the contract between Saudi Arabia 
and Aramco provided that Arabia should not 
impose a tax o f any kind on Aramco. Yet to 
save Aramco money it was arranged in 1954 
that it should pay an income tax to King Saud 
at the expense of the 
treasury 
department 
where, Geo rge Humphrey has sworn to be a 
vigilant tax collector. 
Why Canada Steams 
There are a couple of backstage factors the 
public doesn’t know about which 
makes 
the 
Canadians sore as blazes, 
over 
Ambassador 
Norman's suicide and the leak of the Senate 
Internal Security Committee. 
The Canadian government remenibers ail too 
vividly how the same Senate committee adopted 
the same leak tactics back in 1954 and how 
a protest was lodged with the State Department. 
The man who best remembers it is the No. 2 
man in the Canadian government, Lester Pear­ 
son, minister of foreign affairs. He remembers 
it because the leak Involved him. 
Back in 1951, Elizabeth Bentley, the confessed 
Communist agent, testified to Senate agents that 
she had received some Canadian information of 
which Lester Pearson had been source. Later, 
in 1954, when Attorney General Brownell dug 
the dust-covered Harry Dexter White matter out 
of Justice department files for political pur-

poses, he made public a letter supposedly writ­ 
ten by a high Canadian official. 


All of this made the Canadians sore. The 
Canadian press stormed, and the Canadian gov­ 
ernment made it clear that publication of the 
letter was a breach of confidence. 


On top of this. Senators Jenner and McCarthy 
proposed bringing Igor Gouzenko, the former 
Russian code clerk, to Washington to testify in 
a move interpreted by Canadians as aimed at 
embarrassing Foreign Minister Pearson. 


“ The witch - hunting blabber - mouths of the 
United States.” commented the Toronto Star, 
“ are apparently after Lester Pearson.” 


Skeptical Canadians 


Having known how Canada reacted in 
the 
past. Senators on the Security committee together 
with Committee counsel, 
Robert Morris, had 
good reason to know that they would stir up 
another hornets’ nest in American-Canadian re­ 
lations if they released the Herbert Norman data. 


Further, the State department had good rea­ 
son to know the damage to our important re­ 
lations with Canada. 


Finally the Canadian government takes with 
more than a large gram of salt the official 
note of Acting Secretary of State Chris Herter, 
that the Eisenhower administration cannot con­ 
trol a Senate committee. For Canadians recall 
that it was not the Senate but a member of 
the Eisenhower Cabinet. Attorney G e n e r a l 
Brownell, who made the first security breach 
regarding Canada in the Harry Dexter White 
correspondence. They also recall that it was no 
later than last summer that the President him­ 
self. plus Mr. 
Brownell, refused to give the 
House government operations committee under 
Congressman Jack Brooks of Texas, certain data 
regarding the Nicaro contract in Cuba and the 
part played in its award by GOP Chairman 
Len Hall. 


This information was withheld because it was 
embarrassing to Chairman Hall on the even of 
an election campaign. That’s 
why 
Canadians 
can’t help figuring that American politics is 
more important to the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion than relations with its northern neighbor, 
Washingto n Pipe Line 


Congratulations to Congressman Chet Holifield 
of California for proceeding with the investiga­ 
tion of Assistant Secretary o f Defense Robert 
Tripp Ross after Senator McClellan dropped it. 
Holifield will probably bring about cancellation 
of $8 34,000 of Ross family contracts , . . Mc­ 
Clellan also dropped the probe o f Nixon’s cam­ 
paign manager, M urray Chotiner, just as it got 
interesting . . . Dave Beck has instructed his 
lieutenants to “ find the best lawayer in New

kings who are Egyptian President

Nasser plays 
footsie 
with 
the 
Russians. But the four kings of 
the Middle East — Saud of Saudi 
Arabia. Hussein of Jordan, Fisal 
of Iraq, and the Shah of Iran — 
know they’re dead ducks if com­ 
munism gets a grip on their coun­ 
tries. 


Iraq and Iran are already lined 
up with the West militarily and 
are receiving American aid. Saud 
not only gets American govern­ 
ment money but receives 300 mil­ 
lion dollars a year from American 
companies 
taking 
oil 
from 
his 
kingdom. 


Of them ail Jordan, so far on 
the outside looking in. is the one 
which can’t exist without outside 
help. And in this past week Jo r­ 
dan’s King Hussein reshuffled his 
Cabinet to put a damper on anti- 
Western, pro-Communist forces in 
Jordan. 
He moved a few days after his 
Prim e Minister. Suleiman Nabul- 
si. said that if the United States 
offered Jordan 100 million dollars 


on condition it fight communism, 
he would turn it down. Nabulsi 
also said his government would 
exchange 
diplomatic 
representa­ 
tives with Russia. 


Hussein threw 
Nabulsi 
out as 
prime minister, but later agreed 
to keep him as foreign minister. 
Nabulsi heads Jordan’s powexiuL- 
National 
Socialist 
party 
which 
controls 
13 
of 
Parliam ent’s 
40 
seats. Reports from Jordan inter­ 
pret the inclusion of Nabulsi in 
the Cabinet as a concessions to 
the Socialist party. 


But 
the 
reshuffle 
appears 
to 
open the door to Jam es P. Rich­ 
ards, 
former 
Democratic 
con­ 
gressman 
from 
South 
Carolina, 
who has been touring the Middle 
East as an 
American salesman 
looking for those who want in on 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
program 
of economic and military help. 


It’s still not certain Hussein can 
survive although he has won the 
first round. Nasser's influence on 
the Jordanian masses has been 
strong, and they may yet revolt. 
But if Jordan accepts American 
aid a wedge will have been driven 
between Jordan and Nasser. 


That will leave the Egyptians 
with only two dependable allies— 
Syria and Yemen — in his anti- 
Westernism. Syria, like Egypt, is 


a 
republic. There is no king in 
either place to have a skin-saving 
abhorrence of communism. 
The 
Arab 
nations 
have 
three 
things in common: their Arabism, 
their nationalism, and their hos­ 
tility to Israel. None of the three 
would necessarily diminish if all 
Nasser’s 
him. 
But Nvhat would diminish would 
be Russian influence in the area 
and Nasser’s stature as the would- 
be leader of the Arab world. It 
might mean in the end his isola­ 
tion and destruction. 
Nasser has made himself a hero 
to the Middle East masses by his 
defiance of the West. But in that 
part of the world there is an enor­ 
mous gap between the poor and 
the rich. 
It becomes too much of a lux­ 
ury for the latter to stay latched 
to 
Nasser 
when 
it 
costs 
them 
money and may cost their lives 
through the advance of commu­ 
nism. 
But even if the United States 
manages to link the whole Mid­ 
dle Blast to its side through eco­ 
nomic help, it may be only a tem­ 
porary victory over communism 
unless the masses are given rea­ 
sons, in the form of social and eco­ 
nomic benefits, to prefer the West 
to communism.

American relations will hit rock 
bottom unless the Senate restrains 
its ambitious Internal Security sub­ 
committee. 


Real target of the subcommittee 
is not the late Herbert Norman, 
the Canadian diplomat who com­ 
mitted suicide in Cairy recently, 
but L. B. “ Mike” Pearson, Can­ 
ada’s Minister for 
External 
Af­ 
fairs. (His office is the Canadian 
equivalent of Secretary of State.) 
Norman was hit in passing, so 
to speak. The subcommittee Ifad 
released the transcript of a secret 
hearing in which Norman was ac­ 
cused of being a Communist. His 
accuser was subcommittee counsel 
Robert Morris. 


W’hat is no t generally 
known, 
however, is that Elizabeth Bentley 
Justified against No rman 
during 
the Internal Security subcommit­ 
tee’s 1951 investigation of the In­ 
stitute of Pacific 
Relations. 
Ac­ 
cording to the most authoritative 
sources, Miss Bentley told the Sen­ 
ators that Norman 
and 
“ Mike” 
Pearson gave her information dur­ 
ing World W’ar II. Pearson was 
then Ambassador to Washington. 
In World War II, Miss Bentley 
has said, she was a courier for 
a Russian spy outfit. Her value as 
an informant has been both at­ 
tacked and defended in convincing 
fashion. F B I Director Hoover 
is 
one of her firm defenders. On the 
other hand, one of the men she 
accused has since been 
cleared, 
partly, no doubt, because she re­ 
fused to testify against him under 
oath. 
Shortly after Miss Bentley’s ap­ 
pearance before the subcommittee, 
some 
American 
papers 
carried 
“ inspired” stories attacking Pear­ 
son who, at the time, was con­ 
sidered a possible candidate for 
the position of General Secretary 
of the United Nations. The present 
hearings are in the nature of a 
follow up. 
Because the Norman affair al­ 
ready is straining relations with 
our closest ard perhaps most re­ 
spectable ally, 
and 
because 
the 
be reached if 
the subcommittee pushes the mat­ 
ter further, President Eisenhower 
has gone out of his wav to restore 
harmony. He has 
personally so­ 
licited the aid of Senate Republi­ 
can leader William Knowland, of 
California, and has tendered his 
personal regrets to Prim e Minister 
St. Laurent through the Canadian 
Ambassador here. 
Elections in Canada are upcom­ 
ing. All political parties there are 
critical of the United States be­ 
cause of thi.c incident. The Con­ 
servatives, 
interestingly 
enough, 
are vehement. If the Internal Se­ 
curity 
subcommittee 
complicates 
the situation by attacking Pear­ 
son. the government in power may 
turn toward ‘‘neutralism” to pro­ 
tect its political position. 
That would be catastrophic. The 
first line of defense against pos­ 
sible Russian air attack lies in the 
Canadian north. In the Arctic both 
nations together man 
the early 
warning chain of radar installa­ 
tions. 
Canada now is insisting that this 
government promise 
to 
withhold 
from Congress any intelligence in­ 
formation supplied by Canada, un­ 
less Canadian authorities consent 
to its examination by Congressional 
committees. This demand 
appar­ 
ently springs from the conviction 
of Canadian authorities that infor­ 
mation about Norman gathered by 
the Royal Mounted 
Police 
found 
its way to the Internal Security 
subcommittee 
Canada 
has 
sup­ 
plied considerable information 
to 
the F B I. 
Norman’s name first 
came 
to 
public attention during the subcom­ 
mittee’s 1951 investigation of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. At 
that time a self - admitted former 
Communist, Professor Karl August 
W’ittfogel, testified that he 
knew 
Norman had been a Communist in 
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1938. Wittfogel was hazy on specific 
points, and apparently changed or 
corrected 
his 
testimony 
subse­ 
quently. 
This incident infuriated the Ca­ 
nadian government. Pearson made 
it clear that Canada had utmost 
confidence in Norman, and 
that, 
this confidence stemmed from ex­ 
haustive 
investigations 
conducted 
by the Royal Mounted Police. That 
is one reason the renewed attack 
of the subcommittee touched off 
such a flurry north of the border. 


In the recent hearing, which was 
attended by Senators Arthur Wat- 
kins 
(R-Utah) 
and W’illiam Jen­ 
ner (R-Ind.), subcommittee counsel 
Morris again quoted the Wittfogel 
testimony. Morris then alluded to 
other sources. 


It is generally believed that this 
other information came from Army 
intelligence. It is suspected that 
Maj. Geir~Charles W illoughby, once 
head of General MacArthur’s G-2. 
got the Army report to Morris. 


W'illoughbv's outfit 
investigated 
Norman when he was 
Canadian 
Ambassador to post war Japan. It 
is possible, even probable, that the 
information channel 
on 
Norman 
went this way: Royal Mounted Po­ 
lice to the F B I; F B I to Army G-2 
at the Pentagon, thence to Will­ 
oughby in Japan, and finally to 
Morris and the subcommittee. 


The question of why the Internal 
Security subcommittee, a creature 
of the late Senator Pat McCarran 
(D -N ev.), 
should 
concern itself 
with Canadian affairs asks itself. 
The answer of the Senators is that 
they are charged with .studying the 
development of Communism in the 
United States. If a foreign national 
was 
involved 
with 
Communists 
while here, then his actions should 
be scrutinized. Norman, for exam­ 
ple, was allegedly involved during 
nis student days here, either at 
Columbia or Cape Cod. «Wittfogel 
changed his mind about locations.) 


The Canadian attitude is simply 
that none of this is any of our 
business and that they will run 
their own show, thank you. Once 
before, incidentally, Canada dem­ 
onstrated 
her 
misgivings 
about 
Congressional investigative proce­ 
dure. When Senator Joe McCarthy 
uR-Wis.), at the height of his pow­ 
er. announced his intention of work­ 
ing over the hush-hush Central In­ 
telligence Agency, Canada quietly 
ordered its intelligence agencies to 
stop “ pooling” 
information 
with 
Washington. The investigation nev­ 
er came off. and Canada and Uni­ 
ted Stales continued to share in­ 
formation. 
The present crisis may be dis­ 
posed of. too. But it will take some 
doing. The Senators on the sub­ 
committee are getting their backs 
up because of the furious criticism 
directed at them. If it weren’t for 
this, matters 
would 
be 
simpler. 
B’or actually, the ambitions of the 
subcommittee center in the person 
of its chief counsel. Robert Morris. 
Many members of the subcommit­ 
tee have shown only slight interest 
in its activities. 
Senator 
James 
Eastland (D-Miss.). for example, 
is more concerned with the segre­ 
gation issue than 
anything else. 
Senator John McClellan (D-Ark.) 
is busy with his investigation of 
labor racketeering. But if pushed 
to the wall, the Senators may de­ 
cide to fight it out along lines 
suggested by counsel Morris.
